News of the catastrophe was brought to 
Shunghai yesterday by the G. N, Si Chinhua, 
which arrived here with tho survivors of tho 
ill-fated vessel —the C. M. &. Asichho. The 
facts, us far as wo buve been able to gather 
thom, are tragi¢ in their simplicity. “The 
Hajehho wos on her ordinery rae from “Lientsin 
to Shanghsi aud on’ Satariay’ oto little: after

was smooth, the ait cloay. The officer on the 
bridge was taking an éhservation hy the. suo, 
hut there was nothing -to attract the ntten- 
tion of those ou the look-out, “Saddenly, and 
without warning, a terrific explorion shook 
{ha venrel from stem to stern, mhattered the 
forward part, and sant a mass of debris oll 
aroand, Instantly the Hairkho began to sottlo 
by the head, and #0 rapidly did se make water 
that it camo. pouring throngh the ship's 
ventilators, ‘Two bonta releasvd from the 
duvits, ax they touched water; a third, in which 
xome of the crow hud tnken places, was eapsizedt 
in tho hucry and confusion, Some of those On.
